wet season. It has left a sturdy lot of ' 
men—marchers and fighters who can- 
not be surpassed. 


Tbe Spanish hospital service has been 


enlarged and improved. Staff depart- 
ments are better systematized, and their 
chiefs are better used to the peculiar re-

Cuban campaigning. 


General Martinez Campos attributed 
much of his failure to stop the Cubans' 
westward movement to an inefficient 
staff.

The Sunnis, 
on the other baud, tin not insist 011 this, 
but'it is an article of nece.-'sary faith in 
Snuui theology and law that the caliph 
must be an Arab of para blood belong- 
ing to Mohammed's tribe. On this point 
there is absolutely no difference in the 
Mohamrtisdan world, barring one or 
two insignificant sects out of the hun- 
dreds o£ sects into which Mohammedan- 
ism is divided. 


One proof test is the Friday prayer. 


In no country out of Turkey is prayer 
offered np for tbe sultan of Turkey. To 
do so would be an act of sedition and 
treated as such. Iwonld not give much 
for tbe life of the mollah who dared to 
offer up prayers for the sultan in any 
mosque in Afghanistan or Persia. The 
Arabs repudiate with scorn the idea of 
the sultan being caliph; nor, indeed, 
aas he ever dared formally to appeal to 
the Mohammedan world in that charac- 
ter.

It was the dream of ut least some of 


the founders of this republic that the 
esvilizaticn here begun should stand as 
the flowering of ths ages gone befora.

All men should 
have equality of opportunity, aad then, 
as vruter finds its level, society -would 
arrange itself. 


Instead of this we seem thus fat 


merely to have repeated the social dis- 
tinctions of the old world. A mere odi- 
tms caste system than even that of a 
titled and hereditary nobility is upon 
onr necks. It is tho vulgar and prepos- 
terous aristocracy of wealth. An in- 
finitesimal fraction of the inhabitants 
of one city, Swr York, calls itself the 
"society" of this country. There are a 
million people in the country more re- 
fined, more intellectual, more brilliant 
in all social gifts than any of the men 
and women who pose before the ptiblic 
at Newport as the "society" of the 
United States. These persons with real 
social gifts may or may not be rich. 
That is just as it happens. But it is 
tame for ns to begin to know that a real 
society has nothing at all to do with 
wealth beyond a certain ainonnt neces- 
sary to provide the comforts .aid refine- 
ments of life. Vrkeii we all understand 
that, then, and not till then, shall we 
begin to have something worthy the 
name of society in this country. 


In the real sense the little gilded 


clique which' poses at Newport in the 
summer is not society at all. It has no 
right to the title, because its title is 
founded upon mere dollars. Every in- 
telligent neighborhood in America has 
the makings of a real society surpass- 
ing in brilliancy the present Kfewpcri 
aggregation. 


To consider the requisites of a genuine 


society: First, there is the social in- 
stinct, which man shares in common 
with brutea 
Then there is the in- 


stinct of kindliness and courtesy, which 
distinguishes the gentleman from the 
boor. Next there must bs moral aud so- 
cial purity. A society witliont these 
Vi-oulu be liko the region of lost souls. 
It '.von'-d eoataia the elements of its 
own destruction. Ill ancient Rome, iu 
France, iu England before Cromwell's 
revolution, this was the case. 


Nest? Well, we should need that 


aathftic instinct which leads mankind 
to refine ii.'clf and its language and 
manners, to cultivate grace and beauty 
of person, which "begin with perfect per- 
sonal cleanliness. The scstbetic instinct 
wiil further lead us to surround our- 
selves with what .is dainty and pleasing 
to the eye, inside our homes and out- 
side. This does not mean necessarily 
costliness, A house of four rooms may be 
as pleasing to the aesthetic sense as one 
of twenty. 


- Finally, to the building of the perfect 
society there must be added ail the in- 
tellectual gilts and semi-intellectual 
crifr^ Trtimfcirtfi JH^^b^S.

Joseph B. Moore, who has been 


serving time in the Ohio peniten- 
tiary eince December 26th, 1895, on 
a charge of forgery, will relieve him- 
self of the prison stripes this after- 
noon, aad dressed in citizens clothes 
he will walk from the warden's office 
a free msn. His release will be 
surprise to him as it was to his pa- 
rent*, who are well respected people 
ivlng in Syracuse, New York. 


Moore, a little over a year ago, was 


arrested in this city on the charge of 
being intoxicated. He was taken to 
he city prison, and when searched 
in order, which was discovered to be 
\ forged one, was found in one of his 
):ckets. The order was written on 


small piece of paper and read thus: 
'•3. B. Vail, 122 west Marketstreet 


—Please give bearer coat, and oblige 


J. B. VAIL." 


Investigation proved that the or- 


ier was not genuine, and be was in- 
dicted by the grand jury on the 
,harge of forgery. Moore was on his 
way west and stopped in Lima. He 
was canvassing for a polish for flit 
rons. At Dr. Tail's tffiee, on tbe 
>lea that he bad a sick friend who 
needed medical attention, he asked 
or the doctor's card. The doctor 
took a small piece of paper and wrote 
in it his address. The weather was 
cold and Moore had no overcoat. 
He 


orged the order as above with the 
mention of getting a coat at the 
Mammoth, and while 
intoxicated 


wasted that he could secure a coat. 
He was indicted at the November 
grand jury and Charles Adkins was 
ippointed by the court to defend 
lim. He was fonnd guilty and sen- 
tenced to a term of tan years in the 
>enitentiary. His attorney carr-ed 
,he case on error to the circuit court 
and presented so.-re very flee points 
of law. The circuit court found that 
here was error, and reversed ; he de- 
cision of the lower court and ordered 
ihe plaintiff in error 
discharged. 


This was probably the mcst import- 
ant case decided by the court and 
probably decides a new question of 
aw. .There is no record of any afl- 
ulicated cases that touched this 
exactly- To have the question defi- 
nitely decided the question will be 
carried, probably by the prosecutor, 


the supreme court. The circuit 


court held that it was not a genuine 
nstrument; that the order was not 
such an instruments that would con- 
stitute the crime of forgery under 
ihe laws of Ohio, although it was a 
'orgery. It was aa order on J. B 
Vailr signed by J. B Vail, for some- 
thing belonging to himself. It did 
not show an attempt to defraud. It 
ihrew no res-possibility or obligation 
upon 
anyone.
